The debate on the speech from the

trated Tuesday afternoon, when no 
less than five private members of the 
house delivered their opinions on a 
multitude of matters, local and  na- 
tional, 

An exceedingly able address dealing 
almost exclusively with the question 
of railway development in the nortli 
country was that given by W. A. Rac, 
member for Peace River, who opened 
the debate. He was followed by Miss 
Roberta MacAdams, of the crosd 
benches, who spoke briefly in advo- 
cacy of a higher type of education, of 
& more comprehensive public health 
scheme, and of the need of concerted 
action to properly and fairly assimi- 
late the returned soldiers. 

Blames the Premiers 

James Ransey, Fast Edmonton, 
supported a policy of more railway de- 
velopment in the north, but was criti- 
cal of the government in a number of 
matters, holding that the prairie pre- 
miers were to blame for not bringing 
home the natural resources, because 
of lack of aggressiveness in the appli- 
cation. 

J. 8. McCallum, Vegreville, advocat- 
ed a cash bonus to returned soldiers, 
wanted to see the public works pro- 
gram in Alberta pushed with energy, 
and deplored the action of the legis- 
lature in endorsing the form of con- 
trol for the provincial police. 

F. Davies, Gleichen, was the last 
speaker for the opposition, and while 


endorsing in principle the livestock | 


encouragement act of the government, 
severely criticized its operation, claim- 
ing that alien enemies had benefited, 
and that syndicates also obtained 
loans. 

He also dealt with the technical 
training school for returned soldiers 
for Calgary, claiming that the provin- 
cial government wrongfully took 
credit for its success, since it waa not 
a federal institution. He was correct- 
ed in this statement by Hon. Geo. P. 
Smith, who pointed out that the prov- 
ince O. K.'d this school until it was 
taken over by the federal department 
recently. 

The debate was adjourned by Hon. 
Geo. P. Smith, minister of education.

Mr. Davis Withdraws Statement 


Something in the nature of a dis- 
turbance arose when Mr. Davis _re- 
ferred to a “personal attack” of Hon, 
J. R. Boyle during the last session, 
Qventually, on the objection of Mr. 
Boyle, the member for Gleichen was 
asked to withdraw the statement, 
which he did. However, in the dis- 
pute consequent thereto the premier 
stated that he emphatically wished to 
prevent such altercations as had arisen 
last session by a number of members 
attempting to take part In the debate 
at the same time, and which was de- 
scribed in the press as “one of the 
most disgraceful scenes ever witnessed 


in the provincial legislature.” He 
wanted the decorum of the house 
maintained. 


Wm, A. Rae Speaks 

The vast extent of the northland, 
its illimitable resources and its lack 
of telephone facilities and adequate 
railway accommodation, were matters 
brought to the attention of the house 
in an exceedingly forcible manner by 
Wm, A. Rae, member for Peace Riv- 
er. He pointed out that what af- 
fects one portion of the province con- 
cerns the whole, and in answer to 
complaints of southern members that 
the north was receiving too much at- 
tention he begged them to consider 
the fact that not one cent of public 
money had been spent in giving tele- 
phone service to the northland and 
that euch facilities were urgently de- 
manded, Such conditions of hard- 
ship and facts regarding the railway 
situation should be dealt with in fair- 
ness and not on political lines Such 
a siuation should be faced squarely, 

Mr. Rae told how impossible it was

sions of amazement at the vast re- 
sources and the wonderful opportuni- 
Ues for development. Hon. F. Car- 
vell had freely confessed that in J 
D. McArthur was one railway man of 


Canada who had put his own money | 


into his enterprises, and he also con- 
ceded that the northern railway lines 
were entitled to a substantial 
subsidy from the’ government, And 
to Hon, Mr Carvell he paid the trib- 
ute for being one of the first public 
men of the Dominion to support the 
extension of railways into the north 
country. 
Promises of the C. N. R. 

Mr. Rae referred to the promises of 
the C, N. R. to enter the north coun- 
try via the Onoway-W hitecourt- 
Grande Pratrie route. It had prom- 
ised to extend from Oliver to St. Paul 
de Metis and it had also promised 
to extend in the constituency of Mc- 
Leod. In al! these places the pro- 
posed extensions were most earnestly 
needed and in spite of federal guar- 
antees the lines were still in the pro- 
missory stage. Mr. Rae suggested 
that all parts of the province express 
through the legislature the belief that 
these systems should be built and also 
that the KE. D, and B, C, rallway 
should be subsidized by the federal 
government the same as other sys- 
tems, notably the C. N. R. In this way 
the north would be assured a really 
effective railway service. He pointed 
out that the depreciation of the rail- 
way grades now going on necessarily 
decreases the security of the govern- 
ment where a guarantee is involved. 


Soldier Setudement 

Respecting the report of the soldier 
settlement investigators to the effect 
that there is no Jand available for 
soldier entry within reasonable reach 
of railways in the north, Mr, Rae 
pointed out that such was certainly 
the case, inasmuch as settlement in 
the province had always been in ad- 
vance of the railways, and he much 
regretted that the reports did not 
go further and recommend that the 
railway development should = reach 
into the unserved regions and make 
soldier settlement possible. Great and

Would Take in Immense Resources 
A belief that the railroad should at 
least be carried to the headwaters of 
the McKenzie was expressed by Mr. 


Rae. This would tap the wonderful 
valleys and open up immense re- 
sources, 


The district of Grande Prairie had | 


been actualy founded on the definite 
assurance of the federal government 
and the C, N. R. that this railway 
system would be extended through 
there many years ago, In fact, set- 
tlers had rushed in in 1909 expecting 
to be beaten in by the railway, that, 
it transpired, was not to come. By 
this line constructed via Whitecourt 
the distance to Edmonton by rail 
would be only 272 miles, as com- 
pared with 412 miles over the EB, D. 
and B. C at present. Taking up fur- 
ther the question of possible saving 
in transportation costs, Mr. Rae 
showed that it would cost the Grande 
Prairie traveller only $24 to Edmon-. 
ton and return, whereas now the 
charge is easily $47. The excess in dis- 
tance amounted to 33 per cent, via 


Grande Prairie amounted to over 117 
per cent.

Denies Too Many Raiways 

The statement that there were al- 
ready too many railways was denied 
by Mr. Rae. He admitted that there 
were too many lines running parallel, 
One of the crime of crimes was the 
case of two transcontinental dimes 
running side by side west of Edmon- 
ton. How much better off the entire 
country would have been if the Can- 
adian Northern had _ been built 
through Grande Prairie 

Why were railways necessary to the 
Mr. Rae read from the expert 
and official testimony showing how 
superior live stock could be produced 
in the north; how farming afforded 
unrivalled advantages for the growing 
of seed grain, and how illimitable 
resources of pulpwood were avall- 
able. 

Again there were the possibilities 
of o/], and what this meant in an oi! 
age could best be realized by the 
statement that not more than a 20 
years supply of natural ol}! is in sight 
in the world, The oil possibilities of 
the north had already been demon- 
strated at Peace River and it was safe 
to assume that the fringe of such 
nossibilities had not even been touch- 
ed. However, he viewed with alarm 
the recent operations of the Shell 
Oll Company to altempt to seize con-

being frustrated at a juncture when 
the federal government was about 
ready to give a contract, he could not 
but apprehend another move later 
by those who realized the value of 
such control, In asking the federal 
| government for the control of natur- 
al resources he wanted the Alberta 
jauthorities to seek the control of 
every form of provincial assets, lands, 
timber, oils and minerals. He would 
not Insist too strongiy for the con- 
tinuation of the federal subsidy, but 
he would insist upon the provincial 
boundaries being extended to the 
Arctic coast. 
.Yast Mineral Resources 

The development of the mineral re- 
sources of the province was referred 
to by Mr. Rae in a strain of optimism, 
More s Iver was available for the fu- 
ture no doubt than Nevada ever pro- 
| duced; more gold undoubtdly exis 
in the mountains than ever was dis- 
|} covered in California, Mining must 
| be promoted in order that the agri- 
| culture of Alberta would be provided 
a home market for the production of 
the farms—the most valuable mar- 
ket of al. Mr. Rae saw no occasion 
| for alarm that the balance of trade 
had swung so far in the direction of 
|the United States. The depreciation 
of Canadian currency could not con- 
; tinue; something must be done to in- 
crease exportation and that something 
was possible by the development of 
the natural resources of Alberta, to- 
wether with other provinces of the 
west, It was unthinkable that with 
}@ large percentage of all Canada’s 
| coal resources lytne under Alberta 
| millions of dollars worth of American 
coal was annually shipped into the 
prairie west. 

Miss MacAdams Speaks 

Mies MacAdams province at large, 
emphasized briefly the need of se- 
rious consideration of the duties of 
legislation, The times were serious 
jand she regretted a tendency of the 
,fovernment to attempt to pass over 
responsibility to others. She realized 
| that the government's legislation was 
| not speeded up by indiscriminate crit- 
|icigm, but she felt that the govern- 
j ment, so far as had been expressed, 
bad not appreciated the full measur 
ot the opportuntties afforded. How- 
ever, she felt that all classes muet 
|help in the reconstruction period fol- 
| lowing the war and that there must 
|! be no shirking of responsibilities, 

A broad humanitarian policy was 
essential. She was pleased that the 
speech touched, though lightly, ‘twas 
true, on such urgent problems as 
public health and education and the 
intention to legislate improvements 
was announced by the administration. 
War had shown, In its demands upon 
the soldiers in the line, the value of 
go00d homes and the benefits of early 
health training. The war had also 
shown the results of a decadent civi- 
lization in certain parts of Europe and 
it was vitally necessary that conditions 
in this new land should be made as 
Suitable as possible for the creation 
of a strong citizenship and a healthy 
people. In this work there would be 
available a corps of doctors and nurs-

LONDON, Feb. 11.—If industrial 
unrest continues the consequences 
will be grave to trade and industry, 
Premier Lioyd George said in the 
House of Commons today. The gov- 
ernment, ho said, would agree to any 
kind of an investigation into the 
causes of unrest, 

Special war conditions, the premier 
thought, had contributed to the un- 
rest. Among these conditions were 
the etrain of four years of war and 
the fear of unemployment. The pre- 
mier said that bills would be Intro- 
duced next week dealing with jous- 
ing, health, the revival of rural life,

Discussing housing conditions, the

intended and would not be per- 
mitted. 

The refusal of the Allies to al- 
low Japan to intervene a year ago 
and their consent to Japanese in- 
tervention now marks the weaken- 
ing on the part of the other Allied 
nations in their resolution to clear 
up the Russian ‘‘mess.’’

GERMANS HAD — 
FULL REPORT ON 
FRENCH MARKETS 


Were Making Plans in 1916 for, 
Industrial as Well as Mili- 
tary Conquest. 


Paris, Feb. 
—-The report prepared in 1916 by) 
main headquarters to show 
how Germany would benefit from the 
destruction of certain industries 
France, contained 482 pages, accord- 
ing to the statement made to the 
supreme war council at 
Monday afternoon by 
French minister of finance. 

Material for the report was collect- 
ed by 200 experts, who were released 
from military duties for the purpose, 

A full review is made of every 
French industry, including spinning, 
dyeing, chemicals, pottery, sugar, 
brewing, mining, leather, milling, 
clothing and rope-making. The report 
says that all these industries “Offer 
excellent openings for German trad- 
ers in spite of a somewhat hostile 
feeling.” 

As the French metal industry in the 
occupied regions had been “suppres- 
sed" and was without supplies of raw 
material, which the occupied regions 
could not produce, the report says 


| that it was possible for German trad- 


ers “to substitute ourselves in this 
market.” 

In its inventory of the ruin used 
in the weaving plants of Northern 


France the report says:- 

“Considerable quantities of raw ma- 
terial, manufactured goods, thread on 
both bins and warps, have been sent 
| to Germany In Sedan all the plants 
have been destroyed. The machinery 
has been taken away and the build- 
| ings Me open to the winds like scrap 
fron, There is an enormously import- 
ant opening there for German con- 
structors "
